New Delhi, the 11th February, 1982 

G.S.R. 59 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sections 7, 8, 21, 28, 29, 34, 35, 43 and 74 of the Indian Post 
Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post 
Office Rules, 1933, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office 

(First Amendment) Rules, 1982, 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of March, 
1982. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933 (hereinafter referred? 
to as the said rules) In rule 59 for the words “Rupee 
two and twenty five poise”, the words “rupees two and 
seventy five poise” shall be substituted. 

3 . In rule 68 of the said rules, for the Table, the following 
Table shall bo substituted, namely :—

(I) Letter, air letter, postcard Rupees two and seventy 

and packet, five paise. 

(II) Bulk bag of printed matter Rupees fourteen 


4. For rule 112 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
bo substituted, namely :— 

“112. A commission on the issue of inland money orders 
shall be charged at the following rates, namel y;— 

For remittance of every Rs. 10 or part thereof.30 

paise. Provided that the amount of commission 
payable on a Family Allotment Money Order Booked 
by an Army Record Office, shall be calculated at 
2.75 per cent, of the total amount of the Family 
Allotment Money Orders booked and in making 
such calculations a fraction of a paise less than 0.5 
paise shall be disregarded and a fraction of paise equal 
to or exceeding 0.5 paise shall bo regarded as one 
pai.se.” 

5. In rule 128 of the said rules, for the word “eight”, the 
word “ten” shall be substituted. 

6 . In rule 194 of the said rules, under the heading 
“Registration Envelopes”, for the words “Rupees two 
and sixty paise plus ten paise stationary charges” the 
words "Rupees three and ten paise plus ten paise stationery 
charges” shall be substituted.
